Suspicious envelope causes fear at Chamber office 


Chamber will 
change w av it 
handles its mail

Chamber of Commerce 
members got a scare last week 
when television news reports 
stated that a California-based 
letter they received may have 
been contaminated. 

The letter, which was re¬ 
ceived by the Chamber over 
two weeks ago, was immedi¬ 
ately deemed to be suspicious 
by Chamber manager Kristy 
Johnston. After conferring 
with Chamber President 
Marc Aubee. the letter was 
brought to the Didsbury 
RCMR 


The letter, which contained 
Arabic writing around the 
outside, was sent to Cham¬ 
bers of Commerce throughout 
B.C. and Alberta. 

News reports last week 
stated that people opening the 
letter were getting sick. Cor¬ 
poral Conal Archer, from the 
local RCMP detachment, said 
tests done on letters in Brit¬ 
ish Columbia have not found 
contaminants. The local 
RCMP may still send the let¬ 
ter sent to the Didsbury 
Chamber of Commerce away 
to be analysed. 

"It was a strange letter," 
said Johnston. "We receive a 
lot of mail at the Chamber, 
but not a lot from places like 
California.” 

Johnston said that after 
opening the package, she did 
not feel well herself. In the fol¬ 
lowing days she said she felt 


sick with a sore throat and 
sore and watery eyes. 
Johnston said she doesn't 
know if her symptoms are re¬ 
lated to the letter and that she 
didn't see a doctor about the 
symptoms. 

She said she is not as wor¬ 
ried now as she initially was 
about being sick. 

"There was a point there 
where I thought that I had 
some weird thing.” 

"Now I just might be 
scared about opening any¬ 
thing - this was a real awak¬ 
ening - coming that close to 
something you see on the 
news - and for it to happen in 
Didsbury. It's pretty scary." 

A Chamber of Commerce 
employee in British Columbia, 
who believed contents of the 
letter were causing flu-like 
symptoms, sent out an E-mail 
warning other Chambers 


which caused panic at a 
number of places. 

Several health officials 
have told the media that the 
situation does not warrant 
panic. 

Aubee said the letter has 
raised the issue about how 
mail should be handled by the 
Chamber in the future. 

"We are asking ourselves 
'what are we going to do 
now’," said Aubee. "You don't 
expect something like this to 
happen here. They got a hold 
of a Chamber list and sent 
this letter out to a lot of peo¬ 
ple." 

Aubee said when the letter 
first arrived, he didn't see it 
as a threat. He said he 
commended Johnston for pur¬ 
suing the matter. 

If the Chamber gets an¬ 
other suspicious letter they 
will not open it and will bring

it directly to the RCMP de¬ 
tachment. 

Archer said if anyone re¬ 
ceives a suspicious package 
they should not open it and 
should call the RCMP

Councillor wins 
by a landslide

The Oct. 23 regular Council 
meeting will be a special one for 
Peter Versluys. 

After an unsuccessful cam¬ 
paign for Town Councillor in 
the municipal election at the end 
of last year, Versluys has found 
his way back to Council Cham¬ 
bers through last week's by- 
election. 

"That's when I get sworn in," 
said Versluys. "I am trying to 
arrange it so that my children 
and grandchildren are there to 

see it." 

Not only did Versluys make 
it back to the Council table but 
he did so in an overwhelming 
fashion. 

Versluys defeated candidate 
Tom Leibel 283 votes to 69. 

"I have thought of that as a 
decisive margin and it has been 
personally gratifying. I put a lot 
of energy into the campaign and 
I had a lot of help from other 
people - so it feels good that it 
was recognized. But now the 
Council work starts." 


While Versluys hasn't been 
to any meetings yet, he said 
that work started last week. He 
is reading up on information 
that pertains to future decisions 
and to an upcoming retreat held 
by Council. 

"So far its feeling pretty good 
for me. I am thinking in terms 
of one month to get fully up to 
speed. I already had one meet¬ 
ing with Dorothy to get famil¬ 
iar with some of the issues of 
the day." 

While campaigning residents 
also came up to him with issues 
they felt were important. 
Versluys said he will be follow¬ 
ing those concerns and com¬ 
ments up. 

"During my campaign. 1 did 
a lot of door-knocking and met 
with a lot of people. The con¬ 
versations I had brought a lot 
of issues forward," said 
Versluys, adding the appear¬ 
ance of the town and garbage 
pick up were two of the main 
issues he found Didsburians 
had. 

When Versluys takes his 
Council seat he will be work¬ 
ing with Councillors he has 
worked with before and those 
he hasn't. He said he knows all 
of the Councillors in some form 
and thinks he will fit in well. 

"1 want to fit in and be a part 
of a team approach," he said.

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Surplus keeps Chinook’s Edge division out ol the red

Chinook’s Edge school board ap¬ 
proved revisions to the 2002/2003 budget 
- returning money left over from re¬ 
serves earmarked for arbitrated teach¬ 
er’s salaries to classrooms and used 
surplus dollars to compensate for a $2.4 
million deficit. 

Treasurer Susan Roy delivered the 
good and bad news of budget revisions 
to the board at their regular meeting, 
Oct. 9. 

“Since June the arbitrator has ruled 
on teachers salaries. Also Alberta In¬ 
frastructure has announced their grant 
amounts for school divisions, which al¬ 
lows us to clarify our Operations and 
Maintenance Budget," said Roy. 

The revised budget calls for 

$87,962,561 of estimated revenue, 
and for $90,431,169 of estimated expen¬ 
ditures, bringing the deficit amount to 
approximately 2.4 million. With the sur¬ 
plus dollars the budget was balanced. 

Gibbons said this type of budgeting 
is not sustainable. 

“We took the money from surplus for 
this year so we are okay for now, but 
this is not sustainable. 

“We are hopeful the Commission on 
Learning is going to look at the whole 
picture of education in Alberta and ad¬ 
dress these funding issues. I would 
think the arbitration process has put a 
number of boards in this situation,” said 
Gibbons. 

The arbitration amount that 
Chinook’s Edge budgeted for has come 
in $1,154,000 less than expected. 


This money made its way back to the 
classroom in the form of 11.5 teaching 
positions ($800,000), school library re¬ 
sources ($100,000), musical and band 
resources ($104,000) and funds for the 
Family Wellness Program ($150,000). 

Teachers added to Mountain View 
County schools are: one teacher for 
Cremona, one for River Valley in 
Sundre, one at Olds High, .3 at Olds 
Elementary, one at Deer Meadow and 
.25 are Ross Ford in Didsbury. 

Local ATA President Bob Worsfold is 
glad the money has made its way back 
to the classroom, but said he is curious 
as to why the board would set aside so 
much money, but not settle with the 
teachers before the arbitration process 
had to begin in the first place. 

“All this is exactly what we were fight¬ 
ing for, that is why we went on strike. 
This is going to make classroom condi¬ 
tions better so teachers are happy.” 

But schools are still underfunded, 
said Worsfold. 

“This is a provincial funding prob¬ 
lem.” 

“We hope the Commission on Learn¬ 
ing hears our situation and provides 
recommendations.” 

Money for the library will help, espe¬ 
cially in the smaller schools, said Gib¬ 
bons. 

The Board will remind schools who 
receive the money that these fund are 
specifically meant to buy books and the 
shelves to hold them. 

Every school with a band or music 
program will receive a share of the 
money dedicated to that part of the cur¬ 


riculum. 

Schools with band and music pro¬ 
grams will receive $5,000 to share be¬ 
tween programs and schools only offer¬ 
ing music will receive $2,000. 

Money destined for the Family School 
Wellness program will ultimately mean 
less services will be needed for other 
special needs education. 

“If this money can help us get in and 
help families we may see less spending 
in special education,” said Gibbons. 

A related motion concerning the Fam¬ 
ily School Wellness program will see a 
change in delivery of the service but the 
core fundamentals will remain the same, 
with the approval of a motion approved 
by the board. 

Previously the schools were the ones 
to contribute to a portion of the salary 
for the program in order to have in¬ 
creased services in their school, but the 
board has decided that it is their respon¬ 
sibility. 

“What we are saying is that it really 
isn’t a school’s issue, and they need to 
save their money for the classrooms. If 
more time is needed we should be 
the ones paying,” said Gibbons. 
Trustees approve per diem raise 

Trustee Remuneration - As part of 
the annual organizational meeting, 
trustees approved a raise in their per 
diem. 

To attend meetings in the 
division boundaries Trustees will see an 
increase from $200 to $250 and the 
chair per diem will increase from $300 
to $350. Also the monthly allowance 
for expenses will increase from $200 to 


$250 for Trustees and $300 to $350 
for the Chairperson. 

Out of country field trips 

The temporary freeze on out-of-coun- 
try field trips has been lifted. The Board 
voted to re-affirm its written field trip 
policy. 

The policy outlines that schools wish¬ 
ing to participate in an out-of-country 
field trips make a request to the board 
for approval. In making its decision, the 
board considers such factors as rel¬ 
evance to curriculum and insurance 
guidelines. 

Health Wellness and Physical Activ¬ 
ity 

Chinook’s Edge school Board has 
decided to initiate a program with their 
schools. 

The program is called “Ever Active 
Benefits and Support Program”, and 
has been supported by Health Canada 
and Alberta Learning. 

The Board will fund the program, 
which costs $50 per school (there are 
38 schools in Chinook’s Edge division). 

The program is meant to provide tools 

for schools to help students monitor j 

their physical activity. , 

Awareness of physical activity \ 

and recognition of achievement in the j 

area are also aspects of the program. J 

In addition the Board plans to re-exam- j 

ine efforts the division is making in I 

the area of physical activity at the next 
four board meetings. 

Organization of Board 

The Board of trustees elected Roy 
Brassard as board chair and Trustee 
Sandi Chalmers as vice chair. 


Low satisfaction results blamed on strike, division size 


Survey presented to 
board last week at 
regular meeting

A labour strike and being the largest 
rural school division in Alberta are the 
reasons being given for lower-than-av- 
erage satisfaction marks for Chinook's 
Edge. 

The annual Division Satisfaction 
Survey results were shared with 
Chinook's Edge trustees at last week’s 
regular meeting. 

In all of the different categories ex¬ 
cept one, Chinook's Edge sat below the 
provincial average. In the other cat¬ 
egory, they were tied with the provin¬ 
cial average. 

"Last year was a unique situation 
because of the labour situation," said 
Bruce Schollie, whose company Schollie 
Research and Consulting prepared the 
results. "The gaps were amplified because 
Chinook's Edge was in a strike." 

Schollie also said there weren't as 
many parents polled in other divisions 
that were going through a strike than 
there were in Chinook's Edge. 

Eighty-five percent of Chinook's Edge 
parents said they were "satisfied'' with 
the quality of education offered in the 
division compared to a 90 per cent av¬ 
erage. Chinook's Edge students were 81 
per cent satisfied with the quality of edu¬ 
cation compared to an 84 per cent aver¬ 
age. Both marks fell from last year's lev¬ 
els. 

Only 58 per cent of students were 
satisfied with the variety of courses they 
were offered (compared to a 68 per cent 
average). Eighty-four per cent of par¬ 
ents were satisfied with the variety of 
courses offered (compared to an 87 per 
cent average.) 

Superintendent of Schools Jim Gib¬ 
bons said it was more difficult for 


Chinook's Edge to provide the same 
number of courses as other divisions. 
He said large high schools are able to 
offer more courses. Chinook's Edge has 
to run 11 different high schools. The 
smaller population numbers at each 
school make it harder to offer more 
courses, he said. 

Parents and students gave Chinook's 
Edge the lowest marks in the survey 
when it came to extracurricular activi¬ 
ties. Sixty-five per cent of students and 
69 per cent of parents were "satisfied" 
with extracurricular events. The marks 
were the lowest given in the survey. 

"The extracurricular marks show the 
real impact of the strike," said Schollie. 
"You went through a strike where most 
others managed to avoid it. 

Chinook's Edge also had significantly 
lower marks when it came to "well-pre¬ 
pared learning" and “student satisfac¬ 
tion with career decision resources.” 

Chinook's Edge did have fairly aver¬ 
age marks when it came to parent sat¬ 
isfaction with Special Education satis¬ 
faction. Access and programs were only 
slightly below the average and Coordi¬ 
nation was right on average. 

School spirit was also found to be low 
when students were polled. 

Gibbons said that with smaller 
schools you don’t have items like foot¬ 
ball teams and big basketball teams - 
something that students can rally 
around. He said he would like to see 
student population figured into future 
results of the study.Chinook’s Edge 
Board Chair Roy Brassard said last year 
was a tough one for everyone. 

"It’s been a difficult year for all of us, 
but results are always sobering - espe¬ 
cially when you see them in this black 
and white fashion." 

While survey participants were asked 
to rate each item on a scale, the only 
results given were those who were "sat¬ 
isfied" and "very satisfied" but no 
distintion was made between the two. 

The survey wus not issued to the 
press and only verbally communicated.

Satisfied with survey? 

Chinook’s Edge was presented 
with a survey at their last regu¬ 
lar board meeting, showing that 
ddfl students, parents and teachers 

were less-satisfied than other di- 
visions. 

While the marks weren’t par- 
ticularly high for Chinook's Edge, 

SHBHP the survey should receive low 

marks as well. 

Students, parents and teach¬ 
ers were asked to grade their sat¬ 
isfaction levels for various top¬ 
ics such as course selection, qual¬ 
ity of education and extra-cur¬ 
ricular activities on a scale that included the responses unsat¬ 
isfied, satisfied and very satisfied. When the results came out 
a percentage of those who picked satisfied or higher was cal¬ 
culated. No distinction was made between the two. 

If the results were to done in this manner a simple question 
such as “Are you satisfied with the quality of education in 
Chinook’s Edge?” should have been used with a yes or no 
response. 

When a participant fills out answers on a scale and marks 
the middle response it means the division could do much worse 
and it could do much better. 

To lump the satisfied and very satisfied responses together 
and pass them off as being the same is a waste of time and 
money. The only comparison left is between divisions as the 
actual numbers don’t mean anything anymore. Especially when 
you are comparing rural divisions to urban divisions. 

A good survey would include the number of dissatisfied par¬ 
ticipants, satisfied participants and the very satisfied partici¬ 
pants. Why would you ask the question on a scale if you are 
going to organize your results in a different manner? 

It was interesting that the results showed students as the 
least satisfied, parents in the middle and teachers giving higher 
satisfaction marks. 

Students perceive the quality of their education as being 
lower than what teachers do with parents somewhere in the 
middle.

Changes happening in how 
Bighorn Backcounty is managed 


The beautiful Bighorn 
Backcountry, which is the 
5,000 square km region of 
land west of Rocky Mountain 
House, is a favorite destina¬ 
tion for many Albertans. 
Popular activities include 
camping, wildlife viewing, 
hunting and fishing. Changes 
are happening in how Govern¬ 
ment manages this area so 
before your next visit to the 
Bighorn Backcountry, make 
sure you pick up govern¬ 
ment’s brochure explaining 
the new regulations in the 
area. 

To give some background, 
government consulted for 
seven months through an ad¬ 
visory group of local public 
and government members on 
the access management plan 
for this area. We needed to 
have a complete plan in place 
that created a balance be¬ 
tween the environmental im¬ 
pacts of recreational and lim¬ 
ited industrial activities and 
between the requests of differ¬ 
ent types of users. Thousands 
of Albertans took the time to 
share with us their views and 
we certainly took this input 


into mind when creating these 
regulations. 

These new regulations are 
designed to better manage rec¬ 
reational use of the area so 
that it is sustainable for the 
future. The brochure includes 
a map and detailed descrip¬ 
tions of the trail uses. Under 
new regulations, a range of 
activities will be managed, 
such as hiking, cycling, 
horseback riding, and off- 
highway vehicle (OHV) use. 
Many of the recreational 
trails for users such as hik¬ 
ers remain the same. But 
there are restrictions that re¬ 
sult in less access overall to 
OHV users and horses to pro¬ 
tect sensitive areas. 

Before you head out, you 
will have to identify the zone 
that you will be visiting and 
check which activities are 
permitted in the zone. 

Each zone can vary greatly 
on what is or is not permit¬ 
ted. Anyone not following the 
regulations can now be 
charged and fined under pro¬ 
vincial legislation. 

There are also some gen¬ 
eral tips to keep in mind so 


that you leave no trace of 
your visit. For example: Pack 
out all garbage - do not burn 
or bury it. 

Stay on the designated 
trails. Avoid wet soft and sen¬ 
sitive areas. Choose resting 
areas that will minimize dam¬ 
age to ground vegetation. 

Do not attract, disturb, or 
feed the wildlife. Use 
backcountry toilets where 
provided or bury human 
waste away from trails and at 
least 30 meters away from the 
watercourse. 

We need your help to keep 
the Bighorn Backcountry 
beautiful! If you have con¬ 
cerns about the trails, call 
Sustainable Resource Devel¬ 
opment at 403-845-8250. Or, 
call the same number if you 
or your group want to partici¬ 
pate in our adopt a trail pro¬ 
gram. 

We will be actively moni¬ 
toring trail conditions /use 
and will make changes where 
necessary. Copies of 
the brochure are available at 
the constituency office.

Changes will meet 
w ater needs for 
next 25 years

Let the higher quality water 
flow! 

The Mountain View Re¬ 
gional Water Services Commis¬ 
sion hosted an Open House at 
the Anthony Henday Water 
Treatment on Oct. 3. 

During the open house there 
were two ribbon cutting cer¬ 
emonies, one to officially open 
the new administrative build¬ 
ing, while the other was to 
launch the new water treat¬ 
ment system. 

With the upgrading of water 
standards and increased de¬ 
mand over the years, the Moun¬ 
tain View Regional Water Serv¬ 
ices Commission planned and 
constructed an Ultra Filtration 
Plant, utilizing the Zenon tech¬ 
nology which can filter to 0.1 
microns. 

This technology consists of 
ultra filtration with membrane 
pores smaller than harmful 
parasites, such as 
Cryptosporidium and giardia, 
thus producing some of the 
highest quality water in Al¬ 
berta. 

Jim Romane, chair of the 
Mountain View Regional Water 
Services Commission, says this 
system will meet the water 
needs of Innisfail, Bowden, 
Olds, Carstairs, Didshury and 
Crossfield for the next 25 years. 
Innisfail-Sylvan Lake MLA, 
Luke Ouellette, was present at 
the grand opening and said that 
over the past decade, water and 
water quality have become in¬ 
creasingly important issues for 
the province. 

“It was just this past spring 
that the government of Alberta 


initiated a water strategy con¬ 
sultation process to gather in¬ 
put on how the province should 
develop and manage our water 
resources,” says Ouellette. 
“This new treatment facility 
and its ability to produce some 
of the highest quality water in 
Alberta, is an extension of the 
growing emphasis that 
Albertans are placing on the 
value of their water. 

“This plant is a testament to 
the co-operative spirit that the 
Commission and towns took 
towards this project. While it 
is often easy for local issues to 
upset a process, all of you were 
able to come together and work 
towards a common goal,” 
Ouellette states. 

When the commission took 
over the operation and distri¬ 
bution system of the plant in 
1993, Romane says, “It needed 


a lot of work.” 

Over the years, the demand 
for water increased, reaching 
the limits of water distribution. 
At this point, 13,000 cubic me¬ 
tres of water was reaching the 
town each day, now, up to 
25,000 cubic metres can be dis¬ 
tributed each day. 

As well, if communities need 
more water for emergency situ¬ 
ations, such as a fire, water 
flow can be increased by the 
click of a mouse. 

With the upgrading of the 
new system, it is easy to oper¬ 
ate, it reduces the sludge vol¬ 
umes in plants, produces terti¬ 
ary quality affluent in a single 
step, easily expandable, fits in 
existing tanks or clarifiers 
(which is ideal for plant expan¬ 
sion) and is resistant to proc¬ 
ess upsets.

As well, the plant does it’s own testing of the wa¬ 
ter. Turbidity, clarity, alkalinity, hardness and parti¬ 
cle count are tested every four hours. Norman Neale, 
an operator at the plant stated the if the water turbid¬ 
ity and particle count is too high the system will au¬ 
tomatically shut down. 

Bill Dallas, deputy chair of the commission from 
Carstairs, stated that the last time the plant was 
workt'd on was in 1993 when the control centre was 
upgraded, and then in 1995 the filter was upgraded. 

.Just as the grand opening of the Anthony Henday 
Water Treatment was celebrated, it was noted that 
the plant is now under investigation through Alberta 
Environment for a chemical that was dumped earlier 
this spring. 

"Alberta Environment received a complaint in the 
summer in regards to the smell of the water and we 
have been investigating (the incident) since then.” says 
Kim Hunt, communications officer for Alberta Envi¬ 
ronment. 

Dallas said that the chemical was “intentionally” 
dumped down a floor drain that drains into the hold¬ 
ing pond, where the chemical now remains. He con¬ 
tinued to say that the chemical is in the drinking water, 
however it is not harmful. When the holding ponds 
are cleaned out in the next three or four years the 
chemical will be removed, along with the rest of the 
sludge, which is used by farmers to fertilize their field, 
says Dallas. None of this chemical entered the Red 
Deer River. 

Hunt continued to say the ministry is continuing 
to investigate the incident to see if the spill will have 
any adverse effects on the environment. Asked how 
long it would take to complete the investigation, Hunt 
says there is no set time, but Alberta Environment is 
trying to investigate the incident as quickly as possi¬ 
ble. 

If charges are laid, they will be under the Environ¬ 
mental Protection and Enhancement Act and there 
will be a trial. If convicted, there can be fine or jail 
time, depending on the incident. 

The water treatment plant upgrade cost $9 million, 
while the administration building cost $500,000. The 
administration building was developed due to the ex¬ 
tensive renovations at the old plant, resulting in a 
new administration/maintenance building. The project 
began in September 2001. 

The Mountain View Water Commission picked the

said Collin. “That is why it is 
so important to support the 
initiative to build a pathway 
system in your community. 
Sundre has the great outdoors 
with Snake Hill, the river 
nearby, lots of hiking trails 
that encourage families to get 
out and be active.” 

A healthy lifestyle will im¬ 
prove the mind. Ian Taylor, 
Chinook's Edge Trustee, was 
in full support of a program 
approved by the school board 
at their last meeting. 

The board unanimously ap¬ 
proved putting Canada’s 
Physical Activity Guide for 
Children in every school with 
younger grades. 

The program promotes 
physical activity in the school 
and at home, at play, inside 
or outside, on the way to 
school and with family and 
friends. 

It is hoped this guide will 
help children increase time 
currently spent on physical 
activity by starting with 30 
minutes more activity per 
day. Taylor says it is only the 
beginning. 

He suggested the division 
survey its schools to see how 
much time each of them are 
spending on physical educa¬ 
tion. 

“I like this program be¬ 
cause it is particularly impor¬ 
tant to raise the fitness level 
of younger children. Studies 
have shown that if you don’t 
challenge yourself at a 
younger age it won't happen 
as adults. It is in the early 
stages, while you are still 
growing, that you can make 
those big changes in your 
heart and lung capacities,” 
said Taylor. He also relates 
the level of fitness to the level 
of learning ability. 

“In the 1950s, France con¬ 
ducted a study called the 
Vanves Experiment. The day 
was broken into thirds for el¬ 
ementary schools. One for 
academic, one for fine arts 
and the other for physical ac¬ 
tivity. They found that despite 
the amount of academic study 
was reduced the students did 
better in the long run in all 
activities. 

The theory was that be¬ 
cause they were fitter and 
healthier they learned 
quicker and were able to con¬ 
centrate longer. I’m not sure 
that wouldn’t be such a bad 
idea to do that now,” he said. 

Until the day people real¬ 
ize a healthy body relates to 
a healthy mind, Collin says 
families must take ownership 
for their own fitness. 

“For a lot of kids, running 
is something you don’t do 
unless you are being chased 
by a dog. Whether kids are 
good at sports or not they 
have to do it because it is 
good for them.” 


The statistics are shocking; 
our kids are putting them¬ 
selves more at risk with every 
TV show and video game. 

The average Canadian 
child is living a dangerously 
inactive life in front of a TV 
or computer screen, and this 
level of inactivity isn’t going 
to change w’ithout an attitude 
adjustment from the child, his 
or her family, school and com¬ 
munity. 

Changes needed in this so¬ 
ciety are nothing short of life 
altering, said Carey Collin, 
Deer Meadow’s Physical Edu¬ 
cation teacher. 

“Just look at the number 
of hours your kid spends sit¬ 
ting in front of a TV or com¬ 
puter screen,” said Collin. He 
quotes a recent study that 
suggests the average school- 
age child spends at least 26 
hours in front of the TV per 
week, after spending approxi¬ 
mately 30 hours per week at 
a desk in his or her class¬ 
room. And on average, all 
this time sitting is comple¬ 
mented by only 1.5 hours of 
activity, per week, in their 
school gym program. Collin 
said students in his school 
spend 150 minutes per week 
in a physical education pro¬ 
gram. Although that is above 
average, it isn’t enough for 
him. 

“If I could have school my 
way, I would like to see four 
hours of gym per week,” he 
says, knowing full well that 
isn’t likely going to happen. 
For now he is content fight¬ 
ing for the little improve¬ 
ments. 

“We have a 15 minute man¬ 
datory reading break and I 
will be pushing for a 15 
minute fitness break. I want 
to see daily fitness breaks 
whether it is an aerobics 
class, Tai bo, Tai Chi, or what¬ 
ever.” 

Dave Couves, a Grade 3 
and 4 teacher at Ross Ford 
Elementary in Didsbury, is re¬ 
sponsible for his class’s 90 
minutes per week of physical 
education. 

He has been teaching for 
25 years and can testify to the 
changes in 

children over that time. 

“We are a less active soci¬ 
ety today,” he says, crediting 
the problem to, in part, soci¬ 
ety, more than the TV or com¬ 
puter. 

He believes problems lie in 
the fact that society has 
changed. Where 20 years ago 
it was common to see kids be 
responsible for their own ac¬ 
tivities it is no longer the 
case. 

“You never see a pick-up 
game of football or baseball 
anymore. When I was a child 
there was more freedom and

less fear.” 

He remembers there was 
more of an expectation for 
kids to go out and make their 
own fun, without fear of some¬ 
thing happening to them. 

“Now everything is more 
organized and if kids are left 
alone (while Mom and Dad 
are at work or busy) they are 
stumped and don’t know 
what to do other than sit in 
front of a screen.” 

He understands the fear of 
parents not wanting their 
kids to go out without an 
itinerary, but the result is we 
end up with children more 
dependent on adults for all 
their activities. 

It is in that where the re¬ 
sponsibility for an active life¬ 
style lies with the family. 

The schools your children 
attend can only do so much, 
from there it comes down to 
the family. Collin suggests 
taking the time to go for fam¬ 
ily walks, encouraging your 
child to walk the dog, do 
chores and limiting TV will 
go a long way to improving 
his or her fitness level. 

If you are a parent not do¬ 
ing these simple things, you 
could be creating a lot of dam¬ 


their own,” said Brinker. She 
believes parents do not have 
to be restricted by money. 

“Money shouldn’t limit 
things. Activity doesn’t need 
to be just organized sports. 
Going tobogganing is a prime 
example, it doesn’t have to be 
snowboarding at Lake 
Louise. If money is not a fac¬ 
tor, send them to Lake Louise 
- but go with them, don’t send 
them on the bus.” 

Children should be getting 
30 minutes of intensive exer¬ 
cise with one hour of moder¬ 
ate exercise per day. Outdoor, 
unstructured recreation has 
many benefits. 

The community you live in 
can make being active easier. 
Sundre tops the list of com¬ 
munities that can offer the 
great outdoors, Olds and 
Didsbury are making the ef¬ 
fort by trying to implement a 
trail system. All the commu¬ 
nities offer pools, arenas, golf 
courses and curling rinks. 

“Olds is poorly designed for 
physical activity, we don’t have 
enough sidewalk systems for 
our kids to walk on, our roads 
are terribly designed to ride on, 
the paved surfaces are horrible 
for rollerblades and scooters,” 


age. 

Physical fitness goes a long 
way to having a positive self 
perception. 

“Self-perception is a big 
one for sure. It is important 
to support a positive physical 
self-perception through the 
development of skills in a va¬ 
riety of activities,” said 
Collin.

Oil anil gas seismic crews want you to think 
they’re not working. More succeed every year 
because exploration companies have started to use 
low impact seismic techniques that make less of an 
imprint on the environment. 

Seismic exploration is the first step in searching for 
oil and gas. It is done over large areas of the existing 
boreal forests of Western Canada. Low impact 
techniques minimize environmental effects by 
reducing ground disturbance, varying the path of 
equipment through the forest, and using existing 
natural trails. 

According to Cliff Wallis of the Alberta Wilderness 
Association, these techniques are “an effective way 
of reducing impacts.” 

Petro-Canada recently received glowing reviews 
from Alberta Environment for its “under-canopy” 
survey work near Fort McMurray. 

The only mark that the Petro-Canada crew left in 
the bush was a crooked walking trail and some auger 
holes. This approach leaves little trace of the survey, 
saves trees and commercial lumber, and preserves 
natural forest cover for animals. 

In situations where it’s possible to use low impact 
seismic exploration, industry has been very 
successful in reducing environmental effects.

Sour gas 
safety update 

Sour gas and public safety is something 
Albertans take very seriously. In response to 
public concerns about sour gas development, 
an independent committee formed by the 
Alberta Energy and Utilities Board (EUB) 
made 87 recommendations to improve the 
understanding, handling and regulation of sour 
gas. The EUB, with help from its many 
stakeholders, including industry, have made 
real progress on more than half of the 
recommendations, and 14 are already complete. 

The recommendations reflect the thinking 
and concerns of residents in every part of 
the province. 

In Pincher Creek, committee members heard 
the EUB must apply its regulations consistently. 
Grande Prairie and Leduc residents stressed that 
sour gas pipelines must be safe. First Nations and 
Metis communities everywhere called for better 
emergency response planning and consultation 
that respects their cultural uniqueness and 
traditional lands. 

Paul Jackson, who lives near Gtlgary, served on 
the committee from the beginning. Fie and his 
young family lived close to a proposed sour gas 
well and he had concerns for their future health 
and safety. 

“At first I was skeptical that such a large, 
diverse committee could function effectively, 
and initially the process was not smooth. 
However, once the participants settled down, 
their differences tell away. It was amazing how 
well they worked toward constructive solutions.” 

Jackson says, “Everyone realized this was a golden 
opportunity to create positive change that would 
be to everyone’s benefit. And that’s what pretty 
much happened. The implementation of our 
recommendations strengthened the regulations 
in the interests of public health and safety 
while meeting the need for industrial growth."

There were poppies on the farm when we came here, 
Iceland poppies in yellow, white and orange, perennial 
Orientals in brilliant red. The Icelands are still with us 
and despite my best efforts to introduce the new pinks and 
corals they are still yellow, white and orange. The big red 
Orientals bloomed for a couple of days and then spent the 
rest of the season looking like dying thistles so I dug them 
out. I think now I should have moved them to a less arid 
location but gardening, like so many things, is smarter in 
hindsight. 

Early in my career I bought a package of poppies in the 
edible seed variety, not because I used much poppy seed 
but because the package illustration showed such great 
colors. They were very successful and produced huge fuzzy 
heads in red, maroon, pink and burgundy. The kids thought 
they were funny and named the burgundy one after a friend 
who had a tight perm and a very dark auburn dye job. I 
saved the seeds from the big fuzzyies and a friend gave me 
seeds for dark red, peony flowered, annual Orientals. These 
were very hardy and bloomed early with enormous heads 
of petals that looked like watered silk. All this time I was 
also planting California poppies in gold and yellow with 
gray green foliage, Shirley Poppies in singles and doubles 
and Ladybirds with a big black blotch at the base of each 
big red petal. My daughter brought a package of blues from 
Victoria, (actually they are more mauve) I got 8 plants the 
first year and now have hundreds of them. They are early, 
hardy and quite lovely.

After a couple of years the garden was so full of volun¬ 
teer poppies that we were hard pressed to find the carrots 
and lettuce so I started picking the seed heads off the pop¬ 
pies before they had a chance to spread their progeny on 
the wind. On one memorable occasion I was removing a 
wheelbarrow full of seed heads when I hit the wheelbar¬ 
row with the garden gate and dumped the whole thing into 
a flowerbed. The next spring that flowerbed looked like a 
very dense green carpet as sixteen million poppy seeds all 
sprouted at once.

Years ago I was visiting my Mom at her house in Ponoka 
when I noticed that her neighbor had some perfectly gor¬ 
geous silvery pink poppies that were as big and lush as my 
red Orientals. That fall when the pink poppies were ripe 
Mom's friend gave her a couple of heads and I added silver 
pink to my collection. I think these were the most perfect 
poppies I have ever seen but they did not mature as quickly 
as the reds and in a couple of poor years I lost all of them. 
Mom's neighbor didn't have them anymore either, and so 
began the quest for the Big Pink Poppy. 

If you are just looking for Pink Poppies they are not 
that hard to find, but if you want a very specific one that 
grows ever more gorgeous in retrospect then the task be¬ 
comes almost impossible 1 -ibu wouldn't believe the varie¬ 
ties in pink poppy cultura , J hey come with subtle tones of 
mauve, orange, peach and yellow. They come in short and 
stocky and tall and lanky, some of their heads droop and 
some are upright. The bloom itself can be large or small 
and the individual petals smooth or crumpled, round or 
pointy. The one I want is a clear, pale pink with just a hint 
of silvery gray. It's tall and sturdy with a large double bloom 
and the petals are rounded and silky. 

When I see a poppy that looks like it might come close, 
I ask for a seed head and so far no one has ever refused me 
but so far I have not been totally happy either. If there is 
no one to ask I have resorted to petty theft. The one I 
nicked at the Lily Farm was too peachy but the one I took 
from the Devonian gardens is close. 

Last May I planted about 100 feet of poppies and with 
the idea of saving seeds I made a chart as I went. I was 
getting lpw on Big Reds, I need more Blues and I had three 
pinks that were promising. All of them bloomed and at 
least 2 pinks looked very hopeful. I labeled my seed bags 
and waited for a few nice days so that I could do my gath¬ 
ering The bags are still on the washer and the poppies 
are, for about the fifth time, under 4 inches of snow.

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QUESTION: I’ m a full-time mother with three chil¬ 
dren in the preschool years. I love them like crazy, but I 
am exhausted from just trying to keep up with them. I 
also feel emotionally isolated by being here in the house 
every day of the week. What do you suggest for mothers 
like me? 

DR. DOBSON: I talk to many women like you who 
feel that they’re on the edge of burnout. If they have to 
do one more load of laundry or tie one more shoe, they 
feel like they will explode. 

In today’s mobile, highly energized society, young moth¬ 
ers are much more isolated than in years past. Many of 
them hardly know the women next door, and their sisters 
and mothers may live a thousand miles away. That’s why 
it is so important for those with small children to stay in 
touch with the outside world. 

Though it may seem safer and less taxing to remain 
cloistered within the four walls of a home, it is a mistake 
to do so. 

Loneliness does bad things to the mind. Furthermore, 
there are many ways to network with other women to¬ 
day, including church activities, Bible study groups, and 
supportive programs such as “Moms in Touch” and 
“Mothers of Preschoolers.” Husbands of stay-at-home 
mothers need to recognize the importance of their sup¬ 
port, too. 

It is a wise man who plans a romantic date at least 
once a week and offers to take care of the children so 
mom can get a much-needed break. Burnout isn't inevi¬ 
table in a busy household. 

It can be avoided in families that recognize its symp¬ 
toms and take steps to head it off. 

QUESTION: Explain in greater detail the role of power 
in the life of a teenager. 

DR. DOBSON: Let’s begin with a definition. Power is 
the ability to control others, to control our circumstances 
and, especially, to control ourselves. The lust for it lies 
deep within the human spirit. 

We all want to be the boss, and that impulse begins 
very early in life. 

Studies show that 1-day-old infants actually “reach” 
for control of the adults around them. Even at that ten¬ 
der age. they behave in ways designed to get their guard¬ 
ians to meet their needs. 

The desire for power is evident when a toddler runs 
from his mother in a supermarket, or when a 10-year-old 
refuses to do her homework, or when a husband and wife 
fight over money. 

We see it when an elderly woman refuses to move to a 
nursing home. 

The common thread between these and a thousand 
other examples is the passion to run our own lives — and 
everything else if given the chance. People vary in the 
intensity of this urge, but it seems to motivate all of us to 
one degree or another. 

Now, what about your sons and daughters? Have you 
wondered why they come home from school in such a ter¬ 
rible mood? Have you asked them why they are so jumpy 
and irritable through the evening? Perhaps they are un¬ 
able to describe their feelings to you, but they may have 
engaged in a form of combat all day. Even if they haven't 
had to fight with their fists, it is likely that they are em¬ 
broiled in a highly competitive, openly hostile environ¬ 
ment where emotional danger lurks on every side. Am I 
overstating the case? 

Yes, for the kid who is coping well. But for the power¬ 
less young man and woman, I haven’t begun to tell their 
stories. 

That’s why they are nervous wrecks on the first day of 
school, or before the team plays its initial game, or any 
other time when their power base is on the line. The raw 
nerve, you see, is not really dominance, but self-worth. 
One’s sense of value is dependent on peer acceptance at 
that age, and that is why the group holds such enormous 
influence over the individual. If he or she is mocked, 
disrespected, ridiculed and excluded — in other words, if 
that individual is stripped of power — he or she feels it 
deeply.

Carstairs minor hockey product, Mark Bomersback, has 
taken over the Alberta Junior Hockey League scoring. 

Bomersback, the captain of the Canmore Eagles, notched 
ten points in last week's action on 4 goals and six assists. He 
raised his league leading totals to 24 points on 11 goals and 13 
assists in thirteen games this season. 

He has now taken over the Eagles all-time scoring with 304 
points in 199 career games with Canmore. His totals have 
moved him into 13th place in the AJHL all-time career scoring 
list. 

He is in fifth place in AJHL scoring with 200 assists and 
14th spot in goals with 104. 

After graduating from the Carstairs Bantam AA Bruins, 
Bomersback played one season with the Midget AAA Bisons 
based in Strathmore.

His dominance on the ice has been noticed by several NCAA 
scouts as he was pursued by several American universities 
before settling on a full hockey scholarship from Ferris State 
University based in Big Rapids, Michigan. The Ferris State 
Bulldogs play in the CCHA and presently have two other AJHL 
graduates on their roster, goaltender Mike Brown and 
defenceman Skip Renauld. 

Upon accepting the scholarship Bomersback said, “I really 
liked the campus and coaching staff at Ferris University when 
I went there for my official visit.” 

“They are the only school that showed genuine interst in 
me from the start,” he said. 

“I am excited about playing there next year,” he added.

Didsbury’s Glen O’Neill breaks elusive $100,000 barrier

Didsbury saddle bronc rider, 
Glen O'Neill, has broken the 
elusive $100,000 barrier for the 
second time in competition on 
the Professional Rodeo Cow¬ 
boys' Association circuit. 

O'Neill has pocketed over 
$109,000 in earnings and is in 
second place in the Jack Dan- 
iel's/PRCA World standings. A 
veteran of seven seasons on the 
professional rodeo circuit, 
O'Neill has nodded his head at 
the National Finals Rodeo six 
consecutive times and is headed 
for a seventh ride this year as 
he has qualified for the NFR 
being held in Las Vegas, Ne¬ 
vada from December 7-16, 2002. 
In every appearance at the 
NFR. O'neill has placed within 
the top five and last year fin¬ 
ished second in the World 
Standings. 

A landed immigrant from 
Australia, O'Neill was named 


the PRCA rookie-of-the year in 
1995, the same year he won the 
$50,000 purse at the Calgary 
Stampede. In 2000 he claimed 
the Canadian Professional Ro¬ 
deo Association championship at 
the Canadian Finals Rodeo held 
in Edmonton. 

With over $34,000 in earn¬ 
ings on the CPRA circuit this 
season, O'Neill will be riding in 
his fourth consecutive appear¬ 
ance at the CFR in November 
(6-11) at Edmonton's Skyreach 
Centre. 

Before heading to the CFR 
and the NFR, O'Neill will make 
one more ride in a championship 
rodeo as he has qualified for the 
U.S Smokeless Tobacco Co. Cup 
Finale in Dallas, Texas from Oct. 
24-27. 

The US Smokeless Tobacco 
Cup Finale is the championship 
rodeo for the Wrangler Pro Ro¬ 
deo Tour and it has attracted 
fourteen Reigning or World 
champions to the competitive fi¬ 


nale this year. 

The top twelve point lead¬ 
ers in all five disciplines, sad¬ 
dle bronc riding, bareback rid¬ 
ing, bull riding, calf roping 
and steer wrestling qualify for 
the tour finale. 

Besides O'Neill several area 
cowboys have qualified for the 
Canadian Finals Rodeo this 
year. The contingent is being 
led by the defending Canadian 
bareback champion, Bill Boyd, 
of Olds, and Wimborne calf 
roper Guy Smith. Boyd was 
the seasonal leader in bare- 
back with earnings of $31,141 
while, Smith paced the calf 
ropers with earnings of 
$24,709. 

Madden calf roper, Cliff 
Williamson, will establish a 
CFR consecutive appearance 
record this year as he will be 
roping at his 23rd CFR. 
Williamson, who has won over 
$500,000 on Canadian soil, fin¬ 
ished the season with $17,108 


in earnings. The three-time 
Canadian champion and 
$50,000 Calgary Stampede win¬ 
ner will be joined by Carstairs' 
Joe Lucas, a four-time Cana¬ 
dian calf roping champion and 
1987 $50,000 Stampede winner. 

Big Valley calf roper. Dale 
Skocdopole. won $17,527 and 
qualified for his second CFR. 

In the bull riding event, 
Kelly Armstrong, of Big Valley, 
will be returning to the CFR 


again with earnings of $19,834. 
Also, Cochrane bull rider 
Steven Turner will be making 
his first CFR ride as he pock¬ 
eted $18,344 in earnings. 

Tanner Milan, of Cochrane, 
is the only area steer wrestling 
competitor appearing at the 
CFR. 

The first stop on the 2003 
CPRA schedule is at the West¬ 
ern Agribition Rodeo being held 
in November at Regina. Sask.
